SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The video recording entitled Golden Boys 35, also known as New Golden Boys 35, is 
classified as: 

Objectionable. 

The video recording promotes and supports the exploitation of young persons for 
sexual purposes. The males in the video recording present as young persons between 
the ages of 12 and 16. They are explicitly depicted in sexual activity in a video 
recording intended for the sexual arousal of male viewers. To present boys in this 
manner for this purpose is to encourage a salacious interest in young people and to 
promote boys of this age as legitimate sex objects, available for sexual gratification of 
adults. By such presentations the video recording promotes and supports the 
exploitation of young persons for sexual purposes. 

The criteria applied by the Office Of Film and Literature Classification resulting in the 
limit on the availability of this publication are prescribed by law. For the reasons given 
above, this publication tends to promote and support an activity listed in s3(2) of the 
Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Act, thus deeming the publication 
objectionable. A classification of "objectionable" places a limit on the right to the 
freedom of expression as set out in si4 of the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990. 
However, in relation to this publication, the classification is considered to be a 
reasonable limit prescribed by law that can be demonstrably justified in a free and 
democratic society. 
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
